rights, their personal liberties, their local interests, 
and have acquainted themselves so little with the 
advantages derived from the National government in 
a time of peace—though it has unconsciously all the 
while been showering blessings on their regardless 
heads—that they continue, in a time of civil war 
—when a desperate enemy is stabbing at the heart 
of the nation, the Capital, and clutching at the

If the Constitution of this country were what the ene¬ 
mies of the government make it out—the rebels’ best 
argument, the slave’s worst enemy; the soldier’s 
greatest hindrance, the citizen’s darkest foe—if semi¬ 
rebels at home could justly find those chief arguments 
and protection in it, the sooner it were abandoned 
the better. But it is no such thing! The friends, 
the true friends of the Constitution, are those who 
love its spirit too well to allow a few specks in its 
body to become the ruin of its soul. They treat it as 
a parent treats his child, who, to save his life, suffers 
the surgeon to cut off a gangrenous finger or toe. If 
the Constitution of the United States were designed i 
or fitted to obstruct the progress of public enlighten- ] 
ment, national ethics, and Christian civilization, it 
would become the curse of the nation. There is not 
a national charter in all history that has ever been 
permitted to do this. And is the Constitution of a 
free, democratic nation to be more wooden and inca¬ 
pable of enlightened moral interpretation than the 
law of the British Crown, or of the French or Prussian 
Empires ? It is absurd on the face of it. Because 
some of our fathers believed in cruel punishments, it 
tho selling of even white apprentices into slavery, ii_ 
national lotteries, and in other, now universally con¬ 
demned immoralities, are we tied to their errors and 
blindness, by reverence for them?

EMANCIPATION IN LOUISIANA. 

Correspondence of The N. Y. Times, 

Department op the Gulp, ) 

New Orleans, Monday, Jan. 19,1863. j 

The first of January, 1863, is past, and the Presi¬ 
dent’s proclamation, declaring slavery abolished in 
the United States of America, has been given to the 
world ; it is an accomplished fact; it is history, and 
what is more, it is an irrevocable decree against 
human bondage ever again existing under the flag 
of the Union. It is astonishing to me when I think 
of the vast consequences to follow to my own coun¬ 
try and to the world, that a document so wonderful 
in its character could be issued without some attend¬ 
ing miracle—some strange yet cheering natural phe¬ 
nomenon. So important, indeed, do I deem this pro¬ 
clamation of Mr. Lincoln, that I consider it surpassed 
in the magnitude of its humanity only by the inspi¬ 
ration of the Sermon on the Mount, and it will, in 
my opinion, for all time be pointed at as an instru¬ 
ment the most wonderful in consequences and benign 
in influence that was ever given to the world by 
human agency. It was proper and right that the 
first enthusiastic and practical recognition of this 
proclamation should come from Louisiana. This 
State, swindled opt of- its allegiance to the Union 
against the wishes of its people, sacrificed by one of 
the most unprincipled sets of politicians that ever 1 
disgraced humanity, is the first to spring forward to 
greet the only remedy that will enable its oppressed 
people to once more take their place among the hon¬ 
ored and prosperous sons of this great government. 

Let Saturday, Jan. IT, be long remembered as the 
day when the people of New Orleans came together 
and acted officially upon the Emancipation proclama¬ 
tion of the President. Let it be remembered that on 
the day alluded to, the St. Charles Theatre, the larg¬ 
est building in the city of New Orleans, was crowded 
with old citizens, with people who had been life-long

Hon. J. A. Andrew, Governor of Massachusetts— 

Sir : To-day’s morning report gives an aggregate 
of 849. It is seven weeks to-day since I took com¬ 
mand. The first morning report gave an aggregate 
of 499. The accession in seven weeks has therefore 
been just 350—fifty per week, or about seven daily. 
This 1 consider a very creditable rate of enlistment, 
especially when one considers that it is a three years 
regiment, that no bounty is paid dr promised, ai ’ 
that it costs but a trifle to transport the recruits 
camp. 

It is also to be considered that there is ft 
employment for all able-bodied colored men, „„ 
that we receive little aid, arul often great opposition, 
from other employers of labor—as superintendents 
of plantations, United States Quartermasters, naval 
officers and officers of other regiments, who wish 
them for servants. Add to this the misrepresenta¬ 
tions often given by white soldiers, who sometimes 
try to terrify the wives and mothers, and finally the 
legacy of distrust bequeathed by the Hunter regi¬ 
ment. In view of all this competition and opposi¬ 
tion, I consider our rate of enlistment a great 
triumph, and a second regiment altogether probable. 

Seven weeks have certainly given me some oppor¬ 
tunity to form a deliberate judgment, of the prospects 
of this enterprise, and I can only say that every day 
makes them appear brighter and brighter. It will 
require some great and signal injustice or *-*-*• 
ment to defeat it. 

So docile and amenable to discipline are these 
men ; so free from camp vices ; so peculiarly apt for 
drill, because of their imitativeness and musical ear ; 
so conscious of their peculiar position, that they must 
fight or be slaves ; so happy when quiet, and of such 
fiery energy when roused, that I am more deeply 
npressed every day with their wonderful availa¬ 
bility as soldiers. 

Compare for a moment. The 51st regiment _ 

in my opinion, the very best of the Massachusetts 
regiments ; yet there never was a time during my 
two mouth’s connection with it when the introduc- 
of liquor into the camp was not a source of 
constant anxiety—never a time when we had not 
two, three or a dozen men in the guard house for

Again, in respect to guard duty. Never have I 
seen such sentinels. In my former regiment, for 
nearly two months after its formation, the counter¬ 
sign was commonly withheld from the sentinels, so 
constantly was it revealed if entrusted to them. But 
this regiment, among these untaught people, there 
never has been an instance of the betrayal of the 
countersign, save in a single case, and that a new 
recruit, a mere boy, who was visited with the 
greatest indignation in consequence by bis com¬ 
rades. Such is / their pride in the discharge of their 
guard duty, that it is now recognized among the offi¬ 
cers as a matter of absolute danger to go about tbe 
lines in disguise,on dark nights, for the sake of test¬ 
ing the sentinels, as officers in camp often do. Such 
a clicking of musket locks and charging of bayonets 
I have never seen elsewhere. It is not safe to trifle 
with them, I assure you. 

At first, my greatest drawbacks were in respect to 
the health of the camp, and in regard to absences 
without leave, or want of punctuality in returning. 
Strict discipline has now almost wholly conquered 
the latter, and improved sanitary regulations have 
greatly improved the former. These negroes seem 
to have a sort of childish physical constitutions, 
easily made sick, and as easily cured. I doubt if) 
they endure the nightly chill of this season better 
than the whites, perhaps not so well. They are not 
accustomed to being exposed to the night air. Nor 
am I sure that they will bear the fatigues of “ double 
quick ” as well. This, however, may be only a sus¬ 
picion. I am fortunate in having an excellent medi- 
eal department; my head surgeon, Dr. Rogers, of 
Worcester, being perfectly invaluable. His hold 
upon the confidence of tbe soldiers, and power of 
controlling them, is astonishing. As one said yes¬ 
terday: “Everyman in de regiment doats his eyes 
i de Doctor.” 

After the privileges I enjoyed as Captain in a 
Massachusetts regiment, and that regiment the 51st, 

I certainly ought to have a high standard both of| 
camp discipline and of military drill; and with the 
aid and advice of so accomplished a soldier as Gen. 
Saxton, I ought not to accept any code below the 
highest. In respect to drill, the men are practised 
daily in the manual of arms, company movements 
and skirmishing ; and we have daily battalion drill 
likewise. I have now drilled them in all the pre¬ 
scribed battalion movements; marching by the flank, 
by platoon, by company, by division and in regi¬ 
mental line (in which last they especially excel, I 
think); in passing from column to line and from line 
to column, changing front forward and to rear, coun¬ 
termarching, forming square both by Hardee and 
Casey’s method, and, in short, all the regular move¬ 
ments, both by the right of the battalion and by the left. 
In maiueuvering.by the rear rank I have not yet had 
time to practise them, but this I find to he the

I have once marched my regiment through Beau¬ 
fort, and afterward drilled it on the parade ground 
before a large number of spectators, civil and mili¬ 
tary, and I believe that it was generally admitted to 
take a fair rank among the regiments in this depart¬ 
ment. 

For myself, I have as yet seen none for which I 
would exchange it. 

I do not write this for print, but for your Excellen¬ 
cy’s own personal information, because I know that 
you must be interested in an effort so important. 
And you will bqlieve me when I say that if 1 seem *- 
speak strongly, it is only because 1 am compelled 
speak the trutb. Were I to quote what has been 
already said about the regiment, by military men 
originally opposed to the enterprise, it would only 
fortify my statements.

[Extract from an eloquent Bpeech, by Frederick Douo- 
ass, delivered at the Cooper Institute, Feb. 6th.]

applause). 1 know it is said that the negroes won’t 
fight. But I distrust the accuser. In one breath the 
Copperheads tell you the slaves won’t fight, and in 
the next they tell you that the only effect of the pro¬ 
clamation is to make the slaves cut their masters’ 
throats (laughter) and stir up insurrections all over 
the South. The same men tell you that the negroes 
are lazy and good for nothing, and in the next breath 
they tell you that they will all come North and take 
the labor away from the laboring white men here 
(laughter and cheers). In one breath they tell you 
that the negro can never learn the military art, and 
in the next they tell you that there is danger that 
white men may be outranked by colored men (con¬ 
tinued laughter). I may be pardoned if I leave these 
objections to their own contradictions and absurdi¬ 
ties. They are like the Kilkenny cats, and there is 
a fair probability of the same result (great laughter). 
But we are asked why have the negroes remained 
silent spectators of the dreadful struggle now going 
on ? I am not annoyed by this question. Tbe course 
pursued by them is creditable to their ■wisdom. The 
negro has proved that he is meek, like the white 
man. He will fight, but he must have a resonable 
prospect of whipping somebody. Up to the first day 
of last month there was no earthly chance of success 
in a rising among the slaves. Both the Union and 
the Confederate armies were in the field against the 
Madness itself could not counsel the slaves 
n such circumstances. Their hot doing 
should be charged, not to their cowardice, but 
their good sense. But who are those who are nc 
opposing the measure of putting arms in the hands of 
colored men ? Who are those who are opposed to 
raising colored troops? They are the men who 
would gladly disarm every white soldier now fight¬ 
ing for their country, and hand the country^ 


bound hand and foot, into the hands of Jefferson 
Davis. You know the men, and ought to know how 
much weight should be given to the counsels of sueh 
men. Would these men rather drown than be saved 
by a black man ? Would they prefer to see tbeir 
dwellings burnt to ashes than to have the flames 
extinguished by colored men ? If they would not, 
then are are they traitors in disguise, and very little 
disguise at that, when they refuse to the country, 
now in its peril, what they would gladly claim for 
themselves.

To His Excellency Abraham Lincoln, President of the 
United States. 

The subscribers, Presidents of the Free-Labor 
Associations of Craven, Oartaret, Hyde and Beau¬ 
fort Counties, N. C., hereby, in behalf of the 1st 
North Carolina Union Regiment, whose members are 
attached to our organization, and in behalf also of 
hundreds of other loyal men, desire to express our 
irofound and earnest gratitude for your noble New- 
rear’s Proclamation of freedom to the hitherto en¬ 
slaved millions of the South. 

We thank you for this act of justice because we 
believe, primarily, that it is the inborn right of all 
~*en to be free. 

We thank you because the emancipation of the 
blacks insures the liberation from a still more intol¬ 
erable bondage of the white masses of the Southern 
people. 

We thank you because we have now the assur¬ 
ance of admission to an equality of rights, social 
and political, with our Northern brethren, by the 
side of whose ancestors our forefathers fought, 
shoulder to shoulder, with equal valor and expend i- 
”’ro of blood and treasure in the great war of 1776. 

We thank you because vou have done for the 
Southern States, by a single Executive rescript, what 
was laboriously accomplished, through their own 
efforts, by Vermont, New York, Massachusetts, New- 
“We thank you because you have assured to us, 
and to our children, the full fruition of our hopes, in 
the authoritative promise to North Carolina of Free 
Speech, Free Schools, Free Labor and Free Men. 

With this heartfelt acknowledgment of gratitude 
to your Excellency, wo are grieved that we are 
onstrained to mingle one murmur of complaint. It 
i, however, out of duty to ourselves and to those we 
represent, that we are impelled -to remonstrate 
against the retention in this Department as Military 
Governor of a man who is hostile to the cause-of 
free labor, now, through your proclamation, the 
explicitly declared policy of the Administration. So 
far from being a correct exponent of this policy, 
Gov. Stanley ever opposes the abolishment of the 
institution of slavery by voluntary popular action. 
He denies that slavery is the cause of the rebellion, 
and he denounces the movement against it initiated 
by us, citizens of North Carolina and soldiers of the 
Union, as revolutionary and wrong. 

If your Excellency be sincere in so solemnly de¬ 
claring, as you have, this new national policy of 
freedom, and we have all confidence in your sin- 

ty ; if the proclamation be, indeed, as its terms 

ild indicate, final and irrevocable—-and we can¬ 
not believe its recantation possible—then we would 
most respectfully suggest that you so provide as that 
your official representatives here may be men heartily 
and thoroughly committed to emancipation, and who 
will assist, rather than obstruct, the putting of your 
proclamation into successful practical effect.

We learn from a private source that it is proposed 
to call together in Delaware a convention of slave¬ 
holders, to consult upon a scheme of Emancipation 
for that State. This seems to us an excellent plan. 
The better class of slave-owners, especially in the 
border slave States, have always acknowledged 
slavery an evil, both to the white and the black race, 
and have asserted that they would be but too glad 
to get rid of it, and only tolerated it because they 
saw no way to that end. No doubt many slave¬ 
holders of Delaware and Maryland were sincere in 
this; and of course all such rejoice that the way is 
opening for a peaceful and advantageous deliverance 
of their States from this curse.

Mr. Seward’s palsying hand on the Emancipation 
policy and Gen. McClellan’s forcible feebleness in 
the field, we should soon be in a condition to accept 
any terms of peace France or England could obtain 
for us. And, at this awful moment, Congress is con¬ 
sidering whether the nation or the banks should 
have the profits of the paper money which threatens 
us with bankruptcy! No potential voice is heard in 
either House uttering the truths and demanding the 
measures, which alone can save us alive. Less than 
three weeks remain of the life of the last Republican 
Congress that may ever assemble. Will it die and 
make no sign? Will no trumpet-tone, no clarion- 
note be heard from the Senate ? Is all its spirit and 
energy monopolized by Saulsbury and Powell? Is 
the despairing wail of Conway the only utterance 
that the Republicanism of the House can give forth 
of power to be heard over the land?

Although distinguishing the Southern Episcopalians 
as slaveholders, we have not been unmindful that a 
large minority of slaveholders remains in welcome com¬ 
munion with the Episcopal Church North. In this por¬ 
tion of the Church, however, no attempt, no pretence 
even, has yet been made, to remove the un-Christian fea¬ 
tures’of the slave system. They continue utterly indif¬ 
ferent to the oppression of Chi-ist’s little ones ; they 
continue to utter the lying excuse which their Southern

mass of the community as these are behind the real 
followers of Christ, the despised reformers. 

The “ progress in the Church ” spoken of in the title 
to this article, has thus far manifested itself only in 
the Southern section. It is not particularly creditable 
to that body, being small in amount, and unsubstantial, 
and hypocritical. But no appearance, no pretence of 
any reform has yet appeared in the Northern Episcopal 
Church. Whenever it does appear, we shall hasten to

nable. We will not deny tbe excellence of every¬ 
body’s intentions who have had the direction of this 
war on our side, but we think nobody can affirm that 
they have produced a harvest of success. 

Had the truth reached the Executive mind a 
twelvemonth earlier, that the black nation at the 
South might be used for national purposes instead of 
being reserved for those of the rebellion, the prospect 
of effectual assistance from that arm of strength 
would have been much better than it is. Ihese 
Relays, which have been engineered in many cases ii 
the interest of the rebels, have brought the nation to 
the verge of destruction. We do not believe that 
Mr. Seward when he prevented an earlier promulga¬ 
tion of tbe. proclamation of Emancipation, and when 
he sent tbe French Minister to Richmond, to sound 
the depths and shallows of rebellion, wished to pro¬ 
mote the accomplishment of the rebellion in the 
achievement of the independence of the Confederacy. 

Nor do we think that Gen. McClellan had that design 
in view when he held back h*s hand and gave the 
rebellion the time it needed to strengt'. en and com¬ 
pact itself. But we have no question that both the 
Prime Minister and the General-in-Chief believed that 
the rebels could be coaxed and wheedled to come 
back again, seven times more the children of hell 
than they were before they went out. They did not 
call this treason. They, undoubtedly, regarded it as 
the highest patriotism—the loftiest pitch to which 
public spirit could soar. But tbe effect has been 
just the same as if their deliberate purpose had been 
to /ssist the Davis government in its design of inde¬ 
pendence. We have been no match for that govern¬ 
ment in the Cabinet any more than in the field. 

They had the advantage of being in a Revolution, 
which always brings the ablest men to the head of| 
affairs, while we have gone on m the old jog-trot 
way which makes it impossible that first-class men 
should have the management of ours. Jefferson 
Davis and bis ministers must be allowed, we think, 

>to be the ablest public men now on the stage of 
affairs in the .world, and Lee, Johnson and Jaekson 
are certainly not behind the very chiefest of the cap¬ 
tains of the age.

PROGRESS IN “ THE CllURCIL" 

In referring, last October, to the General Convention 
of The Protestant Episcopal Church, which had just I 
closed its triennial session in this city, we noticed the 
following facts, namely that this was a meeting, not, 
heretofore, of representatives of the Episcopal 
Church all over the country, but of the Northern 
branches of it; that this absence of Southern Bishops 
and delegates arose from no wish or willingness of 
their Northern “brethren” to be rid of the partner¬ 
ship of slaveholders, but from the rejection of this 
partnership by the slaveholders themselves, who re¬ 
fused all further connection with the Northern Church, 
and shook off the dust of their feet against it; that the 
Northern members, far from welcoming the voluntary 
retirement of these slaveholders, lamented it, and 
longed for the good old times of fraternal union; that 
the Northern Bishop who preached the introductory 
boasted of the faithfulness of the Episcopal 
clersrv. reioieinu that in their pulpits there were no 
ing that “ the Church ” must continue to be what she 
has been, the great conservative element in the nation 
the course of debate, a clergyman of this city 
deprecated exasperation of our Southern brethren 
and thought that we should not “ lug in all the little 
dirty questions of the day ” during the discussion of 
Church matters ; that a layman of this city apologized 
for the course adopted by tlie secessionists in the 
Church at the South, and hoped that the Southern 
States would not be devastated, and that the four mil- 
lion of slaves would not be set free ; and, finally, that 
neither in the Pastoral Letter of the Bishops, 
any part of the action of the Convention, was there 
anything recognizing slavery as the cause of the rebel¬ 
lion, or recognizing it as a sin or an evil, or referring 
to it in any way whatever. 

Since the time of the General Convention above 
alluded to, there has been an organization of the “ Pro¬ 
testant Episcopal Church of the Confederate States, 
and its first General Council met in November last s 
Augusta, Ga. The Pastoral Letter issued by the House 
of Bishops speaks of the new body as “forced by tbe 
providence of God to separate,” and shows perfect 
candor and kindness of feeling towards the brethren 
left behind. It expressly disclaims any dissatisfaction 
with either the doctrine, discipline or worship of “ the 
Church ” in the United States ; admitting that the 
seceders, up to the time of separation, were entirely 
satisfied with the action of that body. This disclaimer 
and admission are corroborated by the faqt that they 
have found scarcely any change needful in the Consti¬ 
tution, the Canon Law, and the Book of Common 
Prayer. All these are, in the judgment of the South- 
House of Bishops, already perfectly well suited to 
the exigencies of a Church established for the mainte¬ 
nance of slavery. The tacit admission of the Pastoral 
Letter, as well as of the whole movement which gave 
birth to it, is that, though the Church North has been 
thoroughly faithful to the policy and the wishes of its 
slaveholding brethren, “ the providence of God ” (that 
is to say, the current of human progress outside of the 
Church) was proceeding so rapidly to undermine 
slavery that the conservative influence of the Church 
itself could no longer maintain it, under the U. S. gov¬ 
ernment. Hence the secession, at once in Church and 
State, became indispensable to those who were deter¬ 
mined to persist in slaveholding. 

One great and immediate advantage has redounded 
to the Episcopal Church, South, from this separation. 
Its officials have acquired the power of free speech 
regard to slavery. Having no longer in their body 
even a small minority opposed to that institution, they 
po longer obliged to watch with jealous care 
against all allusion to the subject, and to refrain 
scrupulously from saying what they themselves wished 
say, lest the enemy should give his admonitions, ask 
his questions, and draw his inferences, upon the 
topic. Being all, now, heartily devoted to the mainte¬ 
nance of slavery, they can take sweet counsel together 
to that end. And the first Pastoral Letter speaks dis¬ 
tinctly upon that subject. 

The Right Reverend gentlemen who issue this letter 
make no hesitation about taking for granted the right¬ 
fulness and the permanence, of slavery. They sustain 
it, they vouch for its fltness, they rejoice and triumph 
Nay, so thoroughly are they delivered from the 
fear of mingling politics with their religion, that they 
speak of slavery as the system “ upon which we 
about to plant our national life.” They picture it „„ 
favorable contrast with European systems of labor. 
They are opposed not merely to immediate, but to 
gradual emancipation. 

It occurs, however, to the Southern Bishops, that 
even this tree, so good in itself, and bringing forth such I 
good fruit, is somewhat in need of pruning. Now that 
they have only* slaveholders to deal with, and not that 
more sensitive and pugnacious race, Northern men 
with Southern principles, they speak plainly of a need 
of reform, both in law and practice, regarding slavery. 
They think the institution can and should be so ar¬ 
ranged as to avoid the violation of those sacred rela¬ 
tions which God has created, and which man cannot 
annul without the infraction of Christian duty. They 
represent the separation of husbands from wives, and 
of parents from children, as “ unchristian features ” of 
the slave system ; and they not only advise the prohi- 
, ffifion of these acts, but intimate that measures to that

that the next House will probably be in the hands of 
the Opposition. They are legislating in some respects 
against this contingency. In the Senate a stringent 
Conscription Act is under consideration. Its provi¬ 
sions will need to be searching and rigid, simply 
because the next House may refuse to agree to such 
legislation as will by that time become necessary, and 
for the further reason that two or three of the State 
Governors cannot be trusted to carry out the old draft¬ 
ing law.

“The venerable Josiah Quincy,” says the Boston 
Transcript of the 3d inst., “ attained his ninety-first 
year this day.

The gentleman 
stated that in the face of the statistics, when the river 
has been open to within the last two years, which 
show that forty nine fiftieths of‘all the grain of the 
West that ever touched tide-water has gone eastward 
rather than down the Mississippi river. With all of its 
glory, with all of its magnificence, it does not compete 
with the channel towards the East, when it takes only 
one-fiftieth of the produce. I wish to suggest to the 
gentleman from Indiana that we hold our position 
this Union upon no condition whatever. We are not 
take our faith from anybody. We are not to ask him 
upon what terms we are to remain in the Union. We 
do not acknowledge that we are to remain in it by 
uupnritanizing ourselves. I defy the gentleman to 
prescribe the terms upon which we are in the Union, 
whatever may have been the difficulties heretofore.” 

But the most scathing reply to these detainers and 
denouncers of New England was made by Mr. Stevens.

Punctually at half past ten 'the speakers and other 
invited guests, including several ladies, entered the 
ship’s barge, which war, waiting, manned by the boys 
(if the expression be allowable) under charge of a 
Qoekswain, at the end. of Commrercial wharf.

On reaching the Massachusetts, we 
found that a.-Column of smoke beyond that vessel, 
which had at tracted our attention before leaving the 
wharf, proceeded from the ship Scotland, a quarter of 
a mile further, which had'taken fire during the night, 
and at w hich some of our boys liad been working, as 
long as a chance remained of saving her. 

The crew were on deck, when we went on board the 
Massachusetts, looking at the burning vessel. When 
our curiosity also was satisfied, the boys- were piped 
to the school-room between decks, which serves for 
chapel on Sundays. Their dress was neat 
fortable, and though many showed the “ hard ” look 
naturally arising from their antecedents, they seemed 
not only under good control but cheerful and happy. 
Twenty persons or more had come from the city to 
attend these services. The prayers and lessons of the 
Episcopal Chqrch were impressively read by Judge 
Russell, and the boys made the responses as appropri¬ 
ately as any other congregation. They also sang from 
mowory, and not only in excellent time and 
with much spirit and feeling, several hymns which 
were given out to them at suitable intervals. The 
tunes seemed to me to he those of the Methodist 
Chv.rch, and all who could sing, a very large propor- 
bn of the boys, joined in them. 

After Judge Russell had made Borne brief remarks, 
he introduced to the boys Mr. Stephenson and Mr. 
Story, who bad come out from Boston to speak to them. 
These gentlemen proved eminently fit for the task, 
which so few preachers or laymen are competent, of 
attracting and keeping the attentive interest of their 
sailor-boy audience. Not a word from either intimated 
the exceptional position of the hearers they were 
addressing. The former gentleman illustrated the les¬ 
sons he wished to teach them by reference to the youth 
and manhood of Isaac Hopper, whose delightful 

he brought, and left as a gift to their little library. 
The latter enforced his exhortation—on the duty and 
the capacity of every one, small and great, practically 
rice to his neighbor—by a skillful allusion 
last night’s adveuture, when they were roused from 
their sleep to save the crew of the burning vessel. 

These addresses, judiciously brief, were edifying to 
the guests as well as to the juvenile audience. When 
the service was concluded, the courteous Captain con¬ 
ducted us round the ship, which seemed in excellent 
order, despite the hustle of the previous night. We 
saw the nice little library of the ship, the well-kept 
cooking room, where the black eook had a genuine 
“ contraband ” as assistant, the boys’ dinner tables, 
spread with boiled be ef and “ hard-tack,” the carpen¬ 
ter’s shop, the lower deck, where the boys’ hammocks 
are compactly rolled up aud stowed away by day, 
ready to be slung, on the word of command, at night, 
aud the empty prison room, which was ready for any 
one who might prove refractory.
